USDA develops insecticide mixture 
to control cotton eaterpillars. 


Salt marsh caterpillars by the millions, 
causing the worst outbreak of the pests 
in the history of the Salt River Valley 
of Arizona, have been reported by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. Much 
of the cotton now has been defoliated. 

A new insecticide dust mixture com- 
posed of 15 per cent chlorinated cam- 
phene plus 5 percent DDT in 40 percent 
sulphur, in preliminary field tests, has 
been found by entomologists of the De- 
partment’s Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine to give excellent con- 
trol of this pest on cotton.
